JIMMY HOFFA disappeared on the afternoon of 
7/30/75, It is reported he had a scheduled meeting with 
Detroit LCN capo TONY GIACALONE and JXN member TONY PROVENZANO 
at the MACHUS RED FOX RESTAURANT located in an affluent suburb 
of Detroit, Michigan, at around 2:00/2:30 pm. The purpose of 
the meeting was to iron out differences between TONY 
PROVENZANO and JIMMY HOFFA. GIACALONE WAS acting as a 
mediator. The meeting never materialized.

Based on the above investigation, it is felt that 
AIITEOinr^miPlGIACAlOKZ: were acting in a capacity of 
mediators, to settle unJmo^m differences between JfiH and 
JCSmom PR0VSK2AI7O. It is apparent that JEH resisted this 
meeting for a lengthy period and reasons as to his relenting 
to finally meet KiOVZlTZAJJO are unclear. 

PROBLEMS 

Ihe major problems in relation to JBH's activities 

are centered around the fact that all information regarding 

meetings between JBH and ^^/j/j/////^ furnished by

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three parties only. These parties "being Boffa'e son, ^ ' 
Mrs. HOFPA, and lOUIS UKTZAU, The credibility of LOUIS 
IIRTEA.U is unknovm to the Ifetroit Mvision, end the physical 
condition of Mrs. BDITA was such as to raise questions as 
to her ability to recall certain events. Further, it 
appears that Hoffa's son had been puiposely excluded from 
sany dealings regarding his father and La Cosa Fostra 
connections. 

B. Airport Service Lines ^ Incorporated (ASL) 

This is a business engaged in the transportation of 
individuals between Detroit Metropolitan Airport and various' 
hotels in the Metropolitan area. 

The business is located in Pontiac, Michigan, and 
is operated by LOUIS LDiTEAU, ex-Teamster official, and 
a friend of JIIH, ^<^im|||||HPilll ^^^^ ^ friend of the ^ 
HO??A family. \C\C 

Investigation at ASL has consisted of numerous 
intcrvieva of both Mr. LBTTEAU &n(|fl[m||||||||||||[^ as veil as all 
office employees and selected drivers. Further, various 
records, i.e. tine cards, etc., were given to the 131 voluntarily 
and have been thoroughly reviewed for edditonal pertinent 
interviews. 

Information resulting from the interview of LIKTEA.U, 
indicates that LINT2AU had set himself up as a "buffer** 
between people wishing to see JEH and himself.

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UNTEAU revealed that oa at least two occasions 
ANTflOIil GIACALOKE went through hia to attempt to eet up 
jneetings with JEH. The proposed dates Tor these two separate 
. meetiiiBs, being July 15, 16, or 1?, 1975, «ad July 22, 23, or 
24, ^975. IJKT£4U purportedly fund shed JEH with these 
requests, ead was not aware of the outcome other than the fact 
that the &ee tings never took place. 

TJINTZkV has stated that he went to the BDIFA 
residence on July 26, 1975, and was told "by Mr. HDFFA that 
EOTFA had just spoken to the GIACAIOIJEs and "the meeting 
is set for Wednesday, at the Kachus", ; 

LIITTEA.U stated that he was not asked to -go to the 
meeting, nor did he pursue the nature of the meeting with 
Kr. HCFFA, as he felt HOFFA would have told him if he so 
desired. 

On July 29, 1975, LUTTFAU called JEH at his 
residence and asked what J31H had planned the following day, 
to which JEH replied "other than the meeting with the people 
at two o'clock, nothing". 

The activities of Mr. LIIJTEAU en July JO, 1975, 
as provided by him, are as follows:

1:10 p.m. which LINTZA.U volunteered was earlier than usual. 
They traveled to a bank in downtown Pontiac, Michigan, and 
then on to a restaurant, stopping at a store enroute, to 
ailowflllHlllllll^to make a purchase.

During the conversation with JEH, LIKTEAU was 
asked by EOFFA if the GUCALONEs had called, to which LDJIIAU 
replied in the negative.

Further, one employee, 
advised that he pulled into the garage area of ASL at precisely 
the same tioe as JRH, and in fact engaged JEH in a discussior. 
in the garage area. This employee stated that he followed 
JER into the outer office of ASL where he heard HOFFA tell 
an employee that he, JEH wanted LOUIS LII5TSAU to go to a meeting

[ a meeting at the MRP with JJOKT G, , aBd at this point the 

eoployee advised he could no longer hear any of the conversation. 
This employee has further stated that he remained inside jlSL 
for fipproximately five sjinutes, and as be was leaving, JSH 
was also in the process of 'leaving, and they departed into - 
the garage area together. JIIH told this enployee he did not 
have the time to discuss a problem this employee was having 
regarding his pension, telling the employee "I've got this 
meeting and I've got to meet on time*'.

A FBI Laboratory report dated September 19, 1975, 
reported that a single three inch brown head hair was found 
in the rear seat back rest of the above vehicle.

Based on the ccwnpariBons, possibility 
could sot be eliminated that theae hairs origiiiated froia the 
same person.

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I. RDLLAKD S. MC MASTER 

KC lUSTER served as an officer in Detroit Teaaisters 
local 299 from 1955 to 1967 « atid since 1970 as a General 
Organizer for the Teaosters in Chicago and Detroit. Kuaerous 
acts oS violence have occurred over the years at local 299; 
and the month preceeding the H0I7A disappearance there was a 
heating of a local 299 business agent and the boBihing of 
EICHAED FITZSXKT'iOrJS' teamster automobile . on July 10, 1975- 
In 1970, MC KASTiS was traasferred from Local 299 to Chicago 
after one of his associates had beaten another Teamsters 
official in en argument about expenses. Since that time 
almost every act of violence has somehow been traced to a 
present or former associate of KC MASTER. Because of this 
and because it is known that MC MASTER has always wanted to 
exercise control over local 299 » he almost immediately became 
a suspect. 

Source information was received that the FITZSIKI'IOIJS ' 
car bombing was used as a means, of covering the JBE disappearancs 
by making the disappearance look like a local 299 problem and 
in retaliation for the car bombing. The car bombing investi- 
gation is being handled separately by the Detroit Pivisicn; 
however, in view of this information the investigation was 
intensified.

1. The motive mentioned most recently by ^oth 
confidential sources and teamster officials is that JBH 
^as- killed because of his attempts to re-enter Teamster 
Uni^n politics. Several sources stated that JBH had told 
them personally that he expected to have his restrictions 
lifted by August, 1975- The family »embera tove all in- 
dicated that they felt the restrictions against JBH's 
re-entry into union politics would be lifted soon, however, 
xione of them had ever been given a specific month. Source 
information indicates that if JEH re-entered Teamster Union 
politics and eventually became the head of the International 
union again, he would mot be as easy to handle as is FB^m 

mzsii-iioss. 

2. Various Bonices have indicated that SSS, in 
an atta:.pt to have his union restrictions lifted, vas 
preparing to testil, esainst illeBal Teamsters activities 
vhich included kicEbacks and other violations cS Federal 
lahor law. It was even said that Sm had olready provided 
BO»e such inlbroation to someone in Wsshington, J>.0. . 
pre.unahl7 at the Justice Department. To date, no infor- 
mation has ever been received to wbst«itiat. the lact 
that am ever had or »as intending to provide such inlor- 
mat ion. 
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3. It is rery possible that the sotire for the 
disappearance and presumed uurder would be a personal 
vendetta; namely, Irom TONX ISO. 3!he possibility could 
exist; however, that this vendetta was not that of 
I^BOWSZJJSfO* 8 but someone totally imknoim In this case. 

As stated in other sections of this report; however it 
is believed that the hit, if there was one, would have 
been approved at very high levels within the Organized Crine 
structure. If this be the case, it would tend to lend 
credence to the evidence that lEOTEKZAMO or certainly 
someone at his level, both within the Teamsters Union and 
the was responsible. 

4. It should be remembered; however, that no 
evidence has been developed to date which would prove that 
JSH is either dead or alive. Vith the passage of time; 
however, it becomes increasingly less likely that J2H is 
alive. Many individuals including LOUIS continue 
to believe that he is alive; however, he can offer no ex- 
planation as to why JSH would disappear or where he could 
remain in hiding for such a long period of time. Further- 
there appears to be no reason why JHH would voluntarily 
disappear inasmuch as it would serve no useful purpose.

Of these, 22 exercised 
their Fifth Imendment privileges and refused to testify. The 
people refusing to testify were generally Isnom LaCosa Nostra 
nembers and/or Teanster officials, many of vhoa were either 
uader indictment or aware of pending indictments in unrelated 
cases or otherwise were concerned that questions would not 
relate to JEH's disappearance. 

On Augast 8, 1975, & search warrant was issued for

jl. gevs Media tweaks 

It ahoiild 1>e aoted that this case li&s attracted 
extensive national news coverage from its inception until 
the present time. The pressure to ohtain infornati'on, es-r 
pecially from Petroit tij wire, service reporters, has been 
extensive. It should be renestbered that prior to the JBI's 
■ entry into this case, the investigation was handled by state 
and local police. laacediately after the JBI's entry into the 
invest igat ion > complete cooperation was essential among the 
JTBI, Michigan State Police and several local police departments. 
This cooperation necessitated daily briefings among all of 
these agencies for a period of three weeks. It is felt that 
much information which was discussed at these meetings and 
later appeared in the nev/s media could have been leaked to the 
press by any niusber of individuals. Idditionally, several 
large-scale investigations, specifically Larco's and the 
ilaleigh Eouse Restaurants, received news coverage from the 
owners of these cBtablishicents themselves. 

Another problem which has occurred is that in many 
instances, information is first given to^f///////////f £xon 
various friends or citizens attempting to collect reward money. 
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The information provided to MHHHflB is under hie control IT? 
find vMle we believe he normally gives the inTormation to the 
TBI first , we can never be sure. 

It is our contention, however, that none of these 
leaks have ever been traced directly to the FBI. Segardless, 
the .news nedia pressure and leaJcs of both factual and 
erroneous information continues to be a problem. 
B. Inforpatioa Provided 

It should be noted that a majority of the inf orn&tion 
which has led to suspects in Detroit and other Divisions has 
been provided by a very limited number of individuals without 
corroDorario3. xhe type of information provided h&s been very 
difficult to corroborate especially in view of the feet that 
the majority of individuals who could possibly help will net 
because of possible involvement in unrelated illegal activities. 
A lerge number of the people interviewed or brought before 
tite PGJ are either Teansters and/or Imovm organized crime 
figures. 

0, the Detroit Federel Grand Jury 

The Detroit FGJ has failed to provide any additional 
investigative direction based on their findings. To date, 
the individuals who have tal3ced before the TGJ have also boen 
interviewed extensively by the 131, and provided essentially 
the same information. It is our feeling that the early 
witnesses were brought too quickly by the Detroit Strike Force

S. Informant; Inforaation 

Xhc laclc of concrete inforaant inforaation, especially 
froa top echelon isforaants, leads one to believe that there 
is a limited number of people who know the facts surroundins 
the disappearance of £. BOiTA. Shis would tend to 

indicate a hit which was authorised at the hi^est levels of 
the organized crime structure, or to a lesser degree, that the 
"murder** occurred completely outside of the LaCosa ]7ostra 
structure. JEhis latter possibility is considered remote in 
view of the absence of a reaction froa the LaCosa J7ostra 
leadership that could reasonably be expected if SiNSS H. HOFPA 
had been killed by someone other than the LaCosa Fostra.
